During the last few months 
certain writers on livestock breed- 
ing topics have seen fit to question 
the value of paying attention to the 
female line of descent in the pedi- 
gree, on the ground that this line 
is immaterial if the other blood- 
lines of the animal are good. 
Their argument has largely been 
directed toward using the head of ; 
this blood line to designate the family name and in order to em- 
phasize their position they have indulged in some forms of logic 
that are distinctly weak. For example, they have tried to show 
that the upper lines in the pedigree determined the animal’s blood 
and have devoted column after column to prove their reasoning cor- 
rect, but not one of them would admit to registry in their breed 
association an animal whose female line terminated in a scrub, 
even if there were fifteen topcrosses, which would make 99.997 per 
cent. of good blood according to their way of figuring. Evidently 
that female line is not so unimportant after all and Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders have done well to stress it, since only by having blood 
lines balanced in every particular can they hope to get alge sing 4 
i highly potent animals. Since the bull sires so many calves 1 
Png the breeder will naturally look out to see that he is bred 
right, but many will let the female side con- 
tain undesirable traits in the hope that the 
bull will overcome them. Believing that 


The Aberdeen-Angus System of Breeding 
Scientifically Explained by an Authority 
Who Has Fully Studied, Taught and Seen 
the Breed on Both Sides of the Water.

This latter bull bore a wealth 
of natural flesh although he had 
spent the season until June, with 
just the grass of his small paddock 
and a little hay daily to keep him 
fit. He must have weighed at least 
2,000 pounds as he stood and could 
have carried 200 pounds more had 
he been headed for show. As his 
name would indicate he is a Jilt 
bull, but his first three sires are all Trojan-Ericas of the Eisa 
branch. In his fourth generation appear besides his Jilt great- 
grandam, four Eisa-Ericas, three Enchantress-Ericas, four Prides 
of Aberdeen (Mulben branch), one Tillyfour Vine, a Sybil, a Tilly- 
four Ruth and a Drumin Beauty. Certainly the best families have 
played a part in his production, one bit of line breeding to Prince 
of the Wassail, who is his paternal grandsire and his great-great- 
grandsire through his paternal grandam, having taken place. 

The monumental achievement at Harviestoun has been the es- 
tablishment of the Juana Ericas and since the care with which they 
have been produced recapitulates with changes only for animals, 
locations and men, the care with which Ericas, Blackbirds, Jilts, 
Prides, Miss Burgesses and others of the recognized blood lines were 
developed, it will be well to review the history of this family rather 

carefully. So extraordinary has been their 
success and so painstaking the care be- 
stowed on them that only two females have 


the female is the foundation on which the 
pedigree is built, Doddie breeders have paid 
considerable attention to the founders of 
their female lines, with the result that they 
have the truest breeding variety of beef 
cattle in existence and it ill becomes them to 
listen to the siren songs of those who would 
commend a backward step. 

Last summer during my lIcave of ab- 
sence from military duty, I spent two weeks 
in Great Britain and Scotland and saw at 
Harviestoun Castle a family in the making, 
the Juana Ericas. For the first time I real- 
ly appreciated the great work involved in 
the proving of a new blood line and learned 
the infinite pains taken by master breeders 
to lay the proper foundations on which to 
build future suceess. The day spent at 
Harviestoun was in a sense unforunately 
chosen, since the master was in Dollar offic- 
iating at the Centennial of Dollar Academy, 
but Mr. Henderson, Mr. Kerr’s efficient and 
hospitable manager, more than did justice 
in telling of the breeding work within the 
herd. 


been allowed to leave Harviestoun, one to 
Kinermony and one to the Argentine and 
representatives of the family in the female 
line are practically unprocurable. A long 
waiting list of eager buyers who would like 
to benefit from the extraordinary inherit- 
ance possessed by this family is now in ex- 
istence. Among them are some Americans, 
and it is to be hoped that soon we will bene- 
fit on this side from masterly work that 
has been performed by the founder of the 
family, Mr. J. Ernest Kerr. 

To Secretary James R. Barclay of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society I owe the 
facts of this family given herewith. Juana 
Erica was calved the property of the Dow- 
ager Countess of Seafield at Cullen House, 
April 28, 1903. Her sire was a notably- 
fleshed bull of the Pride of Mulben tribe, 
Premier of Finlarig, that had been secured 
by the Cullen herd manager, Mr. Beaton at 
Grantown for $110. Despite his low price 
he turned out to be a most impressive sire 
of heifers, many of them becoming extreme- 
ly well known in connection with the Cullen 


It has never been my fortune to see a 
herd with the mark of skillfully planned 
matings more in evidence than at Harvies- 
toun and while I made the customary boasts 
about how well we do things with American 
Doddies, it was in a spirit of true humility 
that I terminated my visit. The sight of : 
the evenly-moulded herd, leisurely switching the flies from their 
knee-depth vantage point in the shaded grass of Harviestoun’s 
slopes, is indelibly impressed in my mind, while the vision of the 
massive, masculinel'y-prepotent Jason of Ballindalloch is a fit com- 
panion picture.

House herd. The female ancestry was more 
interesting. Included in the Knockollochie 
dispersion of 1891 was the cow Ettina, a 
six-year-old by the famous Lady Ida bull 
Bushman and descended from the Evaline 
branch of the Ericas. She was bred at Ball- 
indalloch but was sold as a _ yearling. 
Though she was not much from the standpoint of beauty, she was 
unbeatable from the standpoint of cover of flesh, hence she at- 
tracted the attention of Mr. Beaton and went out to the Cullen 
House herd. Her second calf in her new home was Ettina Erica 
by the Cullen stock bull Earl of Findlater, that was destined to be- 
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come of considerable importance in the herd since she was the dam 
of ten registered calves including the peerless Juana Erica. 

Juana Erica came late, April 28th, hence attracted little at- 
tention until she was entered in the Perth sale of February, 1905. 
At the Royal Northern of 1904 she had stood fourth in class but had 
failed to attract the judges’ attention, as Mr. Beaton believed her 
due, being termed a “weedy beast” by one of the committee. At 
the Perth sale she was described as “carrying a beautiful cover of 
even flesh with a beautiful topline, compactly made and showing 
grand breeding character.” She won her class with ease and topped 
the sale for females at $675, going to Mr. J. Ernest Kerr of Har- 
viestoun. Here her show career started in earnest with a first-in- 
class at the Dublin show of 1905 and a first at the Highland. In 
1906 she was champion at both of these shows and was described at 
Peebles as “an absolutely perfect model of the Aberdeen-Angus 
type, excelling in impressiveness of touch, wealth of flesh, fineness 
of bone and style.” In 1907 she continued her triumphs at Dublin 
and at the English Royal by again annexing the female champion- 
ship. The supreme honors at the three greatest shows in Great 
Britain have rarely been won by one animal but with her calf of 
this year she settled to the breeding herd where she produced 
regularly until 1915, barring only 1911. Having failed all through 
the season of 1915 to settle with calf, she was killed in February 
1916, at the age of thirteen. Hers was a long-lived strain, Ettina 
Erica living to be twenty-two and breeding up to twenty and Ettina 
still breeding at sixteen.

Incidentally while calling attention to the breeding record of 
Juana Erica, the foregoing table pays tribute to the great Prince 
of the Wassail as well, since his service was co-existent with hers 
and the great heifers that have carried on the family name have all 
come from his loins. It was the intention to retain Jewel Eric in 
the herd as stock bull but he died very untimely with only one heifer 
calf to show his prowess. The second bull Juan Eric, developed 
into one of the best bulls in Scotland and went to the Aregentine, 
while the third bull Judge Eric, is now in the herd of Mr. Morton, 
Donegal. 

The female progeny of Juana Erica are the ones that have 
carried on. The eldest living calf Juanita Erica, is now in the 
herd. As I saw her last summer she showed one of the most beau- 
tifully feminine heads it has been my fortune to discover in any

The records of some of the above calves is of interest. Juni 
Eric was first at the Highland in 1914 and was purchased by § 
John Macpherson Grant to head the Ballindalloch herd at $155 
where he sired in his first crop of calves Jason of Ballindalloc 
now stock bull at Harviestoun. Just Eric heads the herd of §j 
John Findlay of Aberlour while Jolly Eric went to Mr. MacWilliam 
of Garbity at $4750, for export to the Argentine. 

Juanita Erica’s second daughter Juaniva Erica, is the only fe 
male member of the family in Scotland outside of the Harviestoy 
herd. As a yearling she was sold to Mr. J. F. Cumming of Kine. 
mony and under his direction she was second at the Royal Northen 
in 1914, first in 1915, reserve champion in 1916 and supreme chan- 
pion in 1919. She has had one heifer calf, Juana of Kinermony, 
that was first at the Royal Northern in 1916 and two bulls, Jiovan- 
no Eric that went to Mr. David R. Arnot, Mains of Edzell at $1,00 
and Juanson Eric that is junior stock bull in the herd of Mr. Peter 
Grant, Advie, Strathspey. 

Juanita Erica’s third daughter Juanetta Erica, was highly 
commended at the 1914 Highland, fourth at the 1914 Royal and 
second at the 1916 Royal. In 1917 she was exported to the Ar 
gentine. 

Juanita Erica’s fourth daughter Juanisca Erica, had a re 
markable show career. In 1915 she was female champion at the 
Royal, after beating hir sister Juanetta Erica in class. She has 
given birth to three daughters by Jason of Ballindalloch, the first, 
Jetta Erica, coming in 1916.

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Why I Breed Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 


At the age of fourteen, I had com- 
pletely taken over the feeding at 
father’s barn, not knowing that my 
life’s work was along that line. I be- 
came regular and began to get inter- 
ested in the good types. Father al- 
ways kept big red milk cows of good 
beef quality and a Shorthorn bull and 
raised the best calves in our neighborhood. I have seen some of 
them weigh six hundred pounds while nursing. He usually added 
to those by buying some good yearlings, picked up over in another 
county where better cattle were raised. 

Therefore the reader can readily see I was brought up with 
Shorthorn cattle to know them from every angle. My uncle was 
our foremost Shorthorn breeder in East Tennessee. While my 
father was gathering up his steers, he bought two black polled 
steers that were about half-breed Aberdeen-Angus. Of course, we 
never expected much from them as we had never had any in our 
barn before, but along toward spring we saw the blacks were heavy 
and round while the others seemed taller and had grown up bony. 
These were beginning to attract attention. We noticed they were 
always at their regular place at the feed trough and were always 
there as long as anything was to be found to eat. We grazed these 
out until the next October and found the “Blacks” weighed more 
than the others although they didn’t look it; and the buyer liked 
them. We received the lowest price I can remember of; 2 3-4 cents 
the pound, so we didn’t try steers again for a while. 

I was in school and we just raised a few calves and gave more 
attention to hogs, but in a few years cattle began to pick up and we 
bought steers again 
and got more “Blacks”

ever adorn any of my cattle. I raised 
and increased my herd to sixty blacks 
and began getting better bulls. 

I had some good cows that were 
paying me well for the cheap feed 
they ate. By this time I thought I 
had: enough experience to try regis- 
tered cows so I bought one to start 
on, with her heifer calf and they were good breeders, paying better 
than grades. Not being satisfied with this, I went to Ohio and 
visited about fifteen herds of good Aberdeen-Angus. I selected 
some good big cows with heifer calves at foot. I then bought a bull 
from Stanley R. Pierce and began to build my herd. 

I had heard so much about our Aberdeen-Angus being too 
small that I decided (as I lived in Shorthorn territory), to show 
the neighbors that Aberdeen-Angus cattle had the size if we would 
go get good ones. I brought along a 1700-pound cow and showed 
her with two 1400-pound cows at the fair and I never heard any 
more grumbling about size. There had never been a Shorthorn: cow 
that heavy at our fair. Everyone liked the big cow; said she was 
the best cow I had, but I liked others better and worked for a 
It is my intention to build my 
herd more to true Aberdeen-Angus types and add a few of the 
more popular families. 

I have been informed recently of two old Shorthorn men in our 
county coming over to Aberdeen-Angus. One of them said to me 
that as I kept better bulls than the Shorthorn men in reach of him, 
he had bought three or four registered Aberdeen-Angus cows and 
was going in to build a herd, using my bulls while he was getting 
started. I have been sel- 
ling my young bulls local- 


and with always the 
same results. In the 
meantime, Mr. Bill of 
Pulaska, Va., shipped 
some registered Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle into 
our section and sold a 
very few, but they were 
good and that started 
the first real construc- 
tive-bred herds we had. 
After a while the black 
cross-bred steers began 
to show up from the 
bulls these breeders 
sold from their herds. 


and being in Shorthorn 
territory the cross on 
our red cows made a 
wonderful steer; from. 
then on we have been gradually drifting to the Aberdeen-Angus. 

Father and I finally bought a “Black cow” or two with some 
grade heifers and a good Aberdeen-Angus bull. We tried raising 
them for a while but we didn’t have a good foundation and finally 
“— the cows and kept the steer calves and drifted back to Short- 

orns. 

At that time we thought more of the milking qualities of the 
cows than now and we thought the old Shorthorn better at that 
time. I finally, at nineteen, rented a: farm and tried steers again 
for three or four years and along came those Aberdeen-Angus 
better and heavier than the others under the same conditions, so I 
then decided that there was more to be learned about the Aberdeen- 
Angus and I began to read up and visit some Aberdeen-Angus 
herds and decided to try again, as steers were getting hard to buy. 
I thought a calf would pay for the rough feed his mother received, 
so I got one of our best traders to gather me up some grade cows 
over in the Aberdeen-Angus territory. 

__ He bought thirty and offered me the choice. I selected fifteen 
heifers, drove them home, bought a good pure-bred bull and was 
sucessful. I began to get better prices for my “Blacks” than for 
the reds I bought. The buyers got to offering me a premium to 
take out the Aberdeen-Angus steers. I never had a black steer 
left or price reduced in ten ‘years of steer feeding and I have sold 
heifers for a cent more a pound than ny neighbors get for theirs. 
I did so well with these grade cows and good bulls I soon had forty 
black cattle at the barn to winter after selling off what were for 
sale off pasture. Being polled and all uniform they sure looked 
good to me. 

I had figured that it cost at least 50 Ibs. of weight lost to buy 
a horned steer and dehorn him besides the sore head and shy dis- 
position afterward at the feed rack. Costing at that time 6 cents 
a pound amounted to about $3.00 a head. I decided no horns would

cows. The steer men 
come around and _ buy 
them, paying more for 


them than the owners are 
accustomed to _ receive, 
which encourages them to 
try them again. ; 

The Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle suit our climate and 
variety of feeds wonder- 
fully. As we use lots of 
rough winter feeds and 
some very common 
grasses in some sections, 
it takes hustling for 
cattle to make good and we find the Aberdeen-Angus a good hustler 
in winter and can live on any kind of feed (if he has enough of it) 
and come out in the spring ahead of the other breeds. They are 
long-lived, as my oldest cow is nineteen years old and will bring her 
sixteenth calf if nothing serious befalls her. She is thrifty and 
eats like a four-year-old. 

_East Tennessee is going over to Aberdeen-Angus cattle very 
rapidly and would have done so sooner if our Northern breeders 
had sold better individuals some years ago. Of course our South- 
land has been slow and short on finances, but things are taking a 
turn now and we will be along with some good stuff that will show 
good anywhere. We also feel gratified to Dr. J. I. Huggins, our 
foremost breeder, for bringing to our section the very best Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle to be found anywhere——Howard Clark, Morris- 
town, Tennessee.

Study Breed History 
Many beginners with 
Aberdeen-Angus or any 
other breed for that mat- 
ter, often decide upon the 
breed without knowing 
much about its past his- 
tory. Well, strictly speak- 
ing, that might not have 
much influence upon his 
decision anyway, as most 
of our breeds have passed 
through various trials and 
have had many improve- 
ments in their type, but 
still for all that when 2 
man starts to breed Ab- 
erdeen-Angus, he should 
know something of thcir 
past history.

Visit herds 
and shows as often as you can and talk with breeders and exhibitors. 
You will be able to pick up many valuable pointers in this way.

you purchase your founda- 
tion stock. It is well to 
take your time to make 
this study of the breed as 
you are more apt to get 
started properly and the 
risks from serious mis- 
takes that many beginners 
make is greatly lessened. 

The greater number 
of mistakes a_ beginner 
makes when starting with 
purebreds is due to ignor- 
ance of the breed. Too 
many breeders do not give 
enough thought to the 
business before entering 
into it. They do not fig- 
ure the expense of produc- 
tion, the expense of adver- 
tising, the number of un- 
desirable animals secured, 
ete.,, but think only in 
terms of the selling price. 
This is all wrong, for you 
cannot secure those high 
selling prices as a rule un- 
til you have spent consid- 


‘erable time and advertis- 


ing, showing your animals 
and getting them before 
the breeding public. A 
market cannot be created 
and this cannot be done in 
a day. Other beginners 
make the mistake of buy- 
ing pedigrees rather than 
animals; others buy from 
the man with the reputa- 
tion as a breeder; both are 
alright if you don’t lose 
sight of the quality of the 
animal. Many men buy 
on animal or animals for 
foundation stock that have 
a notable show record for 
some big breeder and then 
hope to cash in on the ani- 
mal’s past reputation. 
This is bad practice 
and should not be encour- 
aged at all. Other men 
do not use enough care in 
getting animals and fre- 
quently get animals that 
are of no value as breed- 
ers and sometimes get ani- 
mals that are diseased. If 
every breeder believed 
that a satisfied customer 
was the best advertise- 
ment, then the beginner 
would not need to use his 
own judgment altogether 
in selecting his founda-

The first state to be 100 per cent. clean of 
tuberculosis is going to have a big advantage over the others.

AMERICAN FARM BUREAU FEDERATION 
GETS DOWN TO WORK: GENUINE ARTICLE 

_ At last, the real farmer is co-operating and has a real repres¢n- 
tative working organization of farmers of caliber. The farmer who 
farms is at last going to have a voice in his government that speaks 
up as loudly as the voice of labor and the voice of business. In 
fact, one point in the platform of the farmers’ organization that 
makes it especially significant; the farmer is a business man rather 
than a laborer. No union rules for him. No thoughts of bol- 
shevism; he is for the Government “of the people, by the people, for 
the people.” And by “the people” he means farmers as well as other 
interests. This is well, for there are many indications now that 
the average farmer is “striking.” Help problems and markets are 
driving him to it at a time when the drift to the city of shorter 
hours and less work has become chronic. If the Farm Bureal 
Federation can remedy this situation it can do a lot to insure the 
stability of government everywhere in the next ten years. 

Twenty-eight states were admitted to the federation at the 

recent Chicago meeting. Six bureaus are to be immediately set up 
by the federation: A bureau of transportation, a bureau of trade 
relations, a bureau of distribution, a bureau of statistics, a legis- 
lative bureau and a bureau of co-operation. Approximately $200, 
000 income will provide funds for carrying on the work the com- 
ing year. When every active Aberdeen-Angus breeder associates 
himself with this organization through his county farm bureau, 
he will be in a much better position to realize the value of ¢0- 
“ieee and reap greater rewards from their Aberdeen-Angus 
erds.

SCIENTIFIC BREEDING: BEST YET. 


We want everyone to read the series of articles on scientific 
breeding by Capt. E. N. Wentworth. If they are what you want, 


say so. When we began planning to give the young breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus something right on the breeding of Aberdeen- 
Angus, we were uncertain about how to go about it. It must be 
authoritative, unprejudiced, from some one not financially interested 
in any herd and it must “talk cattle.” When Capt. Wentworth was 
approached casually as the most likely man to write such a series, 
the Editor was surprised to learn that he had considerable first- 
hand knowledge of many of the best herds on both sides the water. 
When he mentioned the “Juana Ericas” at Harviestoun, where he 
saw them last year when on leave of absence from the A. E. F., 
it gave the Editor an opportunity to talk family and find out what 
the Captain thought of “such nonsense.” Here was the greatest 
branch of the Ericas of all, being built into family by a man who 
is a leader in the Clydesdale ranks, as well as one who is always in 
the ribbons in the Shorthorns, Hackneys, and a breed of sheep 
and one of hogs. Mr. Kerr is a scientific breeder of the first water. 
It had always been the Editor’s thought that if the Aberdeen-An- 
gus were wrong in having “families,” the Shorthorns must also be 
on the wrong track, yet all the colleges use the Shorthorn histories 
as classics in breeding scientifically. Hence, with the Juana (pro- 
nounced Wanna) Ericas being built up at Harviestoun and with 
not a single member of this family in this country to benefit from 
such an article, here was an opportunity for the Captain to illus- 
trate the “family nonsense.” , 

“Now, Captain,” we said, “remember when you write these 
articles that the Aberdeen-Angus Journal is read by a lot of people 
who know nothing about pedigrees; many of them scarcely believe 
in them at all. Aside from a mere hundred or so men who hold and 
attend public sales and show cattle regularly, we have some 5,000 
members of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
who are recording pure-breds; and there are some 50,000 cattle 
feeders and shippers in the U. S. on the lists whom we want to 
convince that the Aberdeen-Angus is the cattle for them to feed 
and handle. Furthermore, remember that [continued on page 30

There was a big turnout of . 
farmers from the neighborhood of 
Saginaw and while few of them 
knew how to go about it to buy 
cattle at such a show and sale and 
merely looked on, everybody present 
watching the initial sale were im- 
pressed with its success. 

The Michigan Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association, its officers and members 
and especially Eastern Fieldman Seulke, all 
deserve a world of credit for this show and 
sale. The unselfishness of big and little 
breeders in putting into the first sale what- 
ever Mr. Wilber who inspected the cattle, 
asked, was a rare contribution of the un- 
selfishness such as we have seldom obser- 
ved. Many of the older state associations 
with larger memberships would do well to 
watch Michigan. They are going to get in- 
to their stride fast from now one and will 
be stepping with the best in a few more 
years. Never have we seen such a select 
lot of cattle offered in a first sale of the 
kind. Mr. Wilber had picked cattle to do 
both buyer and seller good and while there 
were a few outside bids, they all remained 
in Michigan to carry on the good work 
where needed most. 

There was a friendl'y co-operative spirit 
among contributors, but a spirit of going 
ahead and doing more as fast as possible. 
The average of $253.49 was good for such 
a sale, for everybody who bought something 
got a big value and should come back. On 
the side of the breeders, they have a mar- 
ket in such an event to move their surplus 
cattle and establish values by putting them 
through public auction rings after the rib- 
bons have been hung. A top of $900 at a 
first sale is also worth noting and the spirit 
behind Mr. Scripps’ contribution is certain 
to bear fruit both for the Wildwood herd 
and the breed in Michigan. Outside brecd- 
ers and prospects would do well to get

propagandized by men posing as authorities 
who neither have any standing in the breed 
nor know anything about scientific breed- 
ing.

He 
no sooner learns about Trojan Ericas than 
somebody sells him “Chieftain” or “Kildon- 
an” Ericas and he then finds himself en- 
meshed in the “branches” of the families. 
He learns that the old timers who know all 
the cattle from having seen them, cross out 
certain animals and do not buy those having 
pedigrees with those certain names in them 
because they “throw scurs” or red calves, 
or some other fault.

stock, but could rely largely upon the state- 
ments of the breeder. There are breeders 
that in their eagerness to make a sale, too 
often lose sight of this fact. 
Selecting the Foundation Stock. 

If you have been careful in your observa- 
tions of the animals that you have inspected 
‘you will have your ideal type of animai 
firmly fixed in mind. So when you start 
out to find animals to form the herd do not 
lose sight of this ideal and do not buy until 
you can approximate this ideal as near as 
possible. It may be that will not want to 
pay as much as the market demands for 
such an animal but get as near as you can. 
Do not get the idea into ‘your head that you 
will. have to buy these animals from the big- 
gest breeders you can find, but visit the 
smaller breeders, for here you are more apt 
to secure the type of animal, at somewhere 
near the price you can afford to pay. Just 
remember that animals can be greatly im- 
proved by seiection and then buy with this 
in mind. Just because you cannot afford 
thousand-dollar cows and two thousand dol- 
lar bulls is no reason why you should not 
raise purebreds. Start in properly and use 
care and judgment in your matings and no 
doubt in a few years you will have this 
class of animals of ‘your own. 

Always be on the lookout for diseased 
animals. Contagious abortion and tubercu- 
losis are very dangerous diseases and very 
widespread. Always insist on buying cows 
on a 60-day re-test for tuberculosis by your 
own veterinarian. If the animal is of breed- 
ing age, have a guarantee of her as a breed- 
er. Do not buy a doubtful breeder unless 
you can get it for meat prices, for they are 
too risky. Also when buying purebreds, al- 
ways insist on delivery of the registration 
papers with the animal, saving time and 
trouble later perhaps. 

Quarantine Newly Purchased Animals. 

While animals purchased may be perfect- 
ly healthy at the time of purchase and when 
they arrive at the farm, yet if they have 
been shipped any distance at all, they may 
have been exposed to some dangerous or 
serious disease. It is best then when a new 
animal is purchased to quarantine it for at 
least ten days and twenty-one days is better. 
Make this quarantine effective and do not 
allow chickens, dogs, hogs and cats to mingle 
with newly purchased animals and then cir- 
culate among the other farm animals. While 
animals are in quarantine you can watch 
them carefully for signs of any disease or 
irregularity that may exist. It is a good 
practice to follow always, and may be very 

profitable. . 
The Advantages of Feeding. 

If you would be successful you must be a 
feeder. Good feeding and good breeding go 
hand in hand. If either is lacking ‘your suc- 
cess will not be complete. You must feed 
the right feed at the right time and no man 
ever succeeded with cattle who starved 
them. It is almost impossible to raise all 
the feeds that are necessary to feed the herd 
successfully, and it will be necessary many 
times to buy the concentrates; the rough 
feeds can be produced on the farm. A man 
who cannot see the advisability of buying 
a feed when, his herd needs it had best stay 
out of the business, for his success will not 
be up to his standard of measuring. Feed- 
ing can only be learned by actual practice; 
the theories of feeding, or rather the prin- 
ciples of feeding, will assist you in acquir- 
ing this information more quickly and wili 
help you in studying the ration, but it will 
require practice to make ‘you a successful 
feeder. It is impossible to succeed unless 
the proper methods of feeding are practiced 
and this fact should be understood from the 
beginning.

‘s can begin soon after the foundation 
, aah if there is an Ab!erdeen- 
Angus organization or a purebred stock 
club in your community, join it. As soon as 
you have some increase, show your herd at 
the local fairs. As your herd increases you 
can take in more shows. Do not take in 
too much territory and in ‘your eagerness to 

et before the public do not show in classes 
where you have no chance of winning, and 
do not show at too big a show. You had 
better have a good local representation for 
consistent winnings than to spend money 
and time trying to win in shows in which 
you are outclassed and have a bunch of 
failures to your credit. It takes some little 
time to learn the art of showing animals and 
this can only be learned by actual experi- 
ence. Make haste slowly. In time, if you 
are conservative, consistent and ambitious, 
you will be able to go to the larger shows 
with your herd and do credit to all con- 
cerned. ; 

Advertising in breed and livestock papers 
should be done as soon as the number of 
animals warrant some results from the ex- 
penditure of the money. Advertising when 
properly performed is the best money pure- 
bred breders can spend and will bring him 
better and larger returns on the money in- 
vested. If your advertising means no more 
to you than simply buying space, you had 
better put on the brakes, for ‘you cannot buy 
all the space, so you had best buy it where it 
will serve your purpose best. 


Your Business Policy. 


There is one thing above all others to 
which many men owe a large measure of 
their success as breeders, and that is their 
business policy. There is only one policy 
that will get you business and keep it and 
that is “a satisfied customer always.” It 
pays well to always sell the purchaser the 
animal just as you think it to be. Exagger- 
ation and misrepresentation may be over- 
looked by the purchaser, but it will weaken 
his faith in you, and no doubt you will lose 
a customer and no one knows but maybe 
others. Do not misrepresent animals to 
make a sale. If ‘you sell an animal to be 
thus and so, stand behind your word until 
the purchaser is satisfied. You may not 
secure as much money at the time of sale 
but the increased business as well as a clear 
conscience will repay you many times over 
for the small sum of money you have lost. 


Sanitation and Hygiene. 


A man’s success as a breeder often de- 
pends upon his ability to keep his animals 
healthy and free from diseases. This can 
be accomplished most times by keeping the 
barns and stables clean at all times. A lib- 
eral use of disinfectants, care in the intro- 
duction of new animals into the herd; the 
stables should be roomy, well ventilated and 
have plenty of sunlight. Use care in breed- 
ing neighbors’ animals that they are healthy; 
diseases are often carried in this way. 

The founding of a purebred herd offers 
no difficulties that need cause the average 
individual any great concern; all that is 
needed is a little study and judgment of the 
fundamentals of the business and a deter- 
mination to succeed.

March 24th spent at Camp Chase and 
Lilly Chapel. I met E. J. Chenoweth in Col- 
umbus and he took me in his machine to the 
farms of Ralph Postle and W. D. Postle of 
Camp Chase, Ohio, Byers Brothers, of Lilly 
Chapel and the herd of Chenoweth and- 
Gardner at that place. 

March 25th visited the herds of A. W. 
Jones, La Rue, Ohio, and J. W. Jones of the 
same place. These men, also, have a lot of 
good cattle. Tried to get to M. Littleton’s 
at Kenton, but due to having to be at Sagi- 
naw, Michigan, the next day, was unable to 
make it. 

March 26th spent at the Michigan State 
Sale at Saginaw. 

March 27th spent in the neighborhood of 
Toledo, Ohio. The object of this trip to 
Ohio was to inspect the cattle consigned to 
the Ohio State Sale, which was scheduled 
to be held at Columbeus on April 29th. Ohio 
breeders failed to list a large enough num- 
ber of cattle to make a sale, but I thought it 
possible that I might be able to persuade 
some of them to enter more females than 
they had listed. After putting in a week in 
the State, I was able to list only 21 females 
of the desired quality. Everyone had a 
number of bulls to sell, but cows seem to be 
such good property right now that the only 
cows that could be pried loose were poor 
individuals that would not do the breed nor 
the State credit if put into a State sale. The 
cattle originally listed and those that I was 
able to obtain were of high order and excel- 
lent in every way, and if it had been possi- 
ble to have obtained fifty cows of this qual- 
ity the sale would be very successful. I 
have not given up the idea of holding a sale, 
but have postponed the date, and if it is at 
all possible to do so will try to hold a sale 
about the second week in May. Since re- 
turning from the trip I have received two 
letters, one telling me that some of the 
cattle listed have been sold privately and 
another that two of the cows listed from an- 
other herd went down in the test. 


Week ending April 3, 1920—The entire 
week with the exception of Friday, April 
2d, was spent catching up on office work 
and correspondence. 

Friday was spent visiting a number of 
small breeders and prospects between Au- 
burn and Union Springs, in New York State. 
This is a section that has always been a 
noted dairy section, but at the present time 


the men who are producing milk are losing 
money, and many are going out of business. 
Aberdeen-Angus owners in this section of 
Cayuga County are James Morse at Levan- 
na; C. R. Hopkins at Union Springs; C. R. 
Shank and K. R. Shank at Auburn. Mr. 
Hopkins has quite a herd of grade Aber- 
deen-Angus cows and has been feeding 
Aberdeen-Angus steers for the market. He 
has one of the finest farms and with the 
best buildings and equipment for the pure- 
bred cattle business in the State. He is 
progressive and a hard worker, and expects 
to be in the purebred business as soon as he 
can finance the proposition. At present he 
has a registered bull that he is using on 
grade Aberdeen-Angus cows _ purchased 
from the range. Shank Brothers have been 
using purebred Aberdeen-Angus bulls on 
grade dairy cows. C. R. Shank has a few 
registered females also. These men have 
good farms with excellent buildings and 
should make boosters for the breed, pro- 
vided they can get started with the right 
kind of cattle. The first Aberdeen-Angus 
sold them were small, under-sized cattle and 
have given the wrong impression of the 
breed. Mr. Morse’s herd was written up in 
a recent issue of the Journal. At present

descended through Juanista Erica. Juan- 
ista was first at the Royal of 1910 but in 
1911 she swept everything before her, win- 
ning first and champion at the Royal, High- 
land and first and reserve champion at the 
Royal Dublin. Unforunately after such a 
start her breeding career was cut short by 
internal disorder and only two bulls were 
produced by her. Both were calved in 1911 
to the service of Elect of Ballindalloch. 
Jan Eric was sold to Sir John R. Findlay 
of Aberlour at $1050 and enjoyed an impres- 
sive show career. In 1912 he was second 
at the Highland and Roya! Northern, in 1913 
he was third at the Highland and first at 
the Northern and in 1914 he was first and 
champion at the Northern. Jeric, the sec- 
ond calf, went to the King’s herd at Bal- 
moral Castle from the 1913 Perth sale at a 
price of $550. He was second at the Royal 
Northern of 1913 and first in 1914. He was 
purchased for export to the United States, 
but before delivery for shipment suffered 
an accident and had to be destroyed. The 
show record of this branch of the family 
make its unfortunate termination a real 
calamity to the breed. 
_. The third branch of the Juana Ericas 
is too young to compare with the first two 
branches. Juanira Erica had her first calf 
in 1915, the heifer Juanitza Erica by Elec- 
tric Bell. As a two-year-old she was sold to 
Sr. Guerrera in the Argentine. The cther 
calf from Juanira was a bull calf dropped in 
1918, Jaunty Eric by Eden Eric of Dalmeny.

at present. Juverna Erica was dropped in 
1916, Janetta Erica in 1917 and Jean Erica 
in 1918. 

Such in detail is the story of the Juana 
Erica family in the making. I had origin- 
ally looked on a family as a sort of arbitrary 
affair in which some worthwhile “female 
was picked to give name to the bloodline and 
all went merry thereafter.”

have the breeders of any other kind of 
cattle. The proof of the pudding is the eat- 
ing and no one can question the Doddies’ 
potency. I have now seen the pudding in 
the making and I am more certain than ever 
as to its quality and merit.
